formed that a provision is made for the 
children to be allowed to slide under 
protection. Of course the ideal slide is 
in a wide, open field away from every 
bit of traffic, but the times when this 
kind of sliding is good are not so fre- 
quent, and sliding is a wonderful sport. 
It is much more often that good coasting 
can be found on the roads. In the past, 
certain streets have been closed to 
traffic for this purpose with more or 
less success. There are several streets 
in Andover that are adapted to this 
sport in a remarkable way. Phillips, 
Central, School and Bartlet streets are 
all hills which almost everyone who has 
spent his childhood in Andover can 
remember and of which he can tell some 
tale of winter adventure. 

In all fairness to the children, we 
must agree that there are times when 
good sliding is found only in the road, 
when certain streets should be closed to 
traffic; and closed effectively and de- 
cisively during certain hours every day 
while used by the young people for this 
purpose.

Editorial Cinders 


The Townsman feels that an apology 
is due the local post office workers for 
the statement that found its way into a 
news item last week, wherein the postal 
service was blamed for non-delivery of 
certain mail. On investigation we find 
that such was not the case.

Twenty- 
five years ago it looked as if the Elder Booth 
and Charlotte Cushman could have seen it.” 
May we, in turn, inquire with what founda- 
tion he makes such a statement for so far as 
we can ascertain the maligned piece of stage 
furnishing was not even in existence twenty- 
five years ago. After delving into the re- 
mote past, i.e., the Townsman files, we decide 
that it was part of the improvements made 
when the hall was renovated at an expense of 
$8400 in 1902 and it may be amusing, if not 

rofitable, to see the town hall and stage as 
it looked to the good people of Andover two 
decades ago. We quote the following from 


The regular session of Ballardvale lodge, | the Townsman of October 24, 1902: 


“The stage requires a little para- 
graph all by itself. Everybody knows 
the small dimensions, the blank white 
walls, the two doors, one on either side, 
the entire absence of attractiveness of 
the old stage, how impossible it was to 
make it look anything but bare without 
the expenditure of time, trouble or a 
good deal of money, and to what poor 
advantage it displayed the artist or en- 
tertainer. The makeshifts that were 
carried out to present the amateur 
dramatic aggregations’ efforts, over 
which much anxiety had been spent, 
many well know. The voice shut in by 
the walls and ceiling could not do itself 
justice. In these and in many other 
ways was the old stage an abomination. 
But now there-is-cause for_much_rejoic- 
ing for the walls and ceiling are removed, 
the stage deepened, new dressing-rooms 
built out of the way above the stage, 
new scenery installed and the lighting 
facilities changed to suit the new con- 
ditions, It is the regulation stage on a 
small scale with properly arranged flies, 
drops, tormentors, and the like, and 
chances for much more scenery than 
has yet been procured. More scenery 
will have to purchased before the 
stage will be properly equipped but this 
will come in course of time.” 


On Monday evening, November 24, 1902, 
the new hall was dedicated and nothing, but 
“‘words of commendation and approval were 
heard. Everybody seemed pleased with the 
manner in which the committee had ex- 
pended the town’s money in making over 
what was ugly and unattractive into a 
beautiful, finely appointed and decorated 
interior.” 


A reception on the lower floor was held 
from seven to eight; the selectmen received 
in their new quarters and served lemonade 
to the guests while superintendent of 
schools Corwin F. Palmer, assisted by the 
principals of the various public school 

uildings, received in the school committee 
rooms and served chocolate. 


A little after eight, exercises opened with 
prayer by Rev. Frederic Palmer took place 
in the hall which was filled “with a splendid 
audience of the representative residents of 
the town.” John N, Cole, chairman of the 
committee for remodeling the Town house, 
then made a short speech and presented the 
keys to Selectman B. Frank Smith. 


The formal dedication was followed by 
music by the Phillips Academy Banjo club, 
E. B. Chapin, leader, and “Annie Laurie” 
and “We're Rolling Along” by the Ray- 
mond Male Quartet whose members were 
Thomas Hay, William Scott, G:-A. Christie 
and William M. Coutts. Two plays, “A 
Straw Man” and “Who Is Who, or All in 
a Fog,” were then presented by popular 
local talent the casts including Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank H. Hardy, Miss Harriet G. Dodson, 
Miss. Helen Josslyn, Miss Sally Pratt, 


Frank P. Higgins, Perley F. Gilbert, Ben-]- 


jamin K Smith, Jr., and Herbert S. Stillings. 
To roundout the evening, dancing was 
enjoyed till Midnight, music being furnished 
by the Andover Band orchestra, Arthur 
Bliss, leader} ‘The services of the Andover 
members, a } free-will offering to the town, 
were much appreciated.” ; 

~When tHe. expenses were paid, the net 
sum. realized was $200, “a sum sufficient 
to cover 1 the needful expenses incurred in 
connection with the stage fittings and leave 
a sufficient amount for extras and additions 
which will be very useful.” 


The ushers for the evening were Stuart 
J. Smith, Philip L. Reed, Douglas Donald, 
Roy Lindsay, John M. Cates, and W. W. 
Cramer. 

When shall we ever again have a Town 
hall the convenience, decorations and 
appointments of which will give such satis- 
faction as that as experienced by the gathering 
that November night twenty-two years ago?
